tlSSE. Thus, white the training program for the average citiaea Is 
pahliciatd, tiMi plaoBiof activity of ths civil defense staff, preparation of 
operative uaits lor cities and areas, and the level of civil ^feneo sap*' 
lies is m»t.

The hoviet civil defense ay^^te’r. U organlaed uader the Ministry of 
Internsl A&airs (MV0|, which also controls tlMs regular uniformed police 
and the fire«lightitig forces. Civil defonse staffs have been ideaiified 
from the natiotiai to the city IrveJ. At the local level, responsiMLUty for 
civil defense preparations Is shared between the eivtUan authorities and 
the MVB civil defense staff, .©col autiioritles are ohllged to comidy 
with directives sent down from higher MVD hcsd<|uart«rs. 

According to Soviet fRahllcatlons. citiee and districts organise a 
numher ©f services'^ {with their operational units) responslhle for lire 
defense,' rescue and repair, medical aid, order and security, deeott- 
taminatlon, warning, shelter, hlackemt, and the care of farm animals. 
Generally the key personnel responslhle for these scrvlcet are drawn 
from the orfanlaatloas having similar functions in peace time, f or 
example, the fire department le tlw oincleus of the fire defense service;

DGsAAir and rko Eed Cross are jfoiatiy responsible for traininf the peps* 
latiott in proper conduct during air alerts, first aid, the use of gas roai^ks 
atui shelters, conduct i» tOe presence ©1 chemical or nuclear cosdamina- 
llon, decoBtamjnacion tt*ethods, rescue, fir«» fighting, and tioi like. ■ 

In the period shortly aftor l^orld War H the clvU defeaso program aimed 
at training about 5,000,009 persons per year. Uedtl 1954, the training was 
oriented toward proteetton against high esfiioslve bombs and tlw more 
common war gases. -$tnce l^fSS, the training foal# have been broadened 
■ radically and course* mv include lastructiaa* for prelection from bF^logl- 
cal, nuclear and chemical weapons, iociudin-^ nerve gases; and reportedly 
there is a program to give three course* of civil defenee instruction to 
everyoae io the Soviet a»ioa during the period t f5f-l9h0. li this is only 
intended to cover persons sixteen to sixty, 59,090. OOC citisens would 
be scheduled to take training couree* each year. The first of the thre*? 
courses, in hours iastructian m atomic defense, was annuunced 85. 5 
percent complete i» 1050. h«© oftictal figures have been announced for 
the completion of the iZ-h&ttr second coarse which included instruction 
material on biological and chemical warfare, ihe third course, appar* 
Ohtly iavoives practical expertence with eguipmont, and tostiag. Suh|ect»

It is logical te assume that the Soviet leaders and government have 
speclallf . pra,parad quarters for use la any future war. Part of the govern* 
moot was evacuated from Moscow during World War E. f or thooe re- 
maining, there were special shelters such as those undmr ihm siremiia and 
the JFereign Commissariat. A new governmental refuge contained in a 
large hunker sonras 400 mEes from Moscow was daserihed ia the Western 
press lafii ymr and revere! news stories have relayed reports of new 
sheUera lor the Soviet hierarchy in and arottud Moscow,
